Soviets march for multi-party system 

MOSCOW — Hundreds of thousands of cheering protesters filled the broad 
streets of the capital Sunday to demand that the Communists surrender their 
stranglehold on power, perhaps the biggest protest in Moscow since the 
Bolshevik Revolution. 

The huge gathering came on the eve of a party Central Committee meeting 
during which President Mikhail S. Gorbachev is expected to propose that 
other parties be allowed to compete for power — a move likely to spur an 
intense struggle between hard-liners and reformers. 

The crowd waved huge white-red-and-blue flags of pre-revolutionary Rus- 
sia and held signs warning party officials to “remember Romania,” where a 
bloody revolt last year toppled the Stalinist regime of Nicolae Ceausescu. 

The masses stopped next to Red Square for a gigantic rally that was meant 
to influence the pivotal Communist Party meeting that opens today. 


Lung-assist patient in critical condition 


SALT LAKE CITY —A teen-age girl who was the first human recipient of 
a pioneering lung assist device remained in critical condition Sunday at LDS 
Hospital. 

The girl received the IntraVascular Oxygenator — an inch-wide, 20-inch- 
long bundle of plastic fibers that mimic the lung’s task of supplying oxygen to 
the body — during a two-hour operation Friday afternoon. 

The hospital would report only the girl’s condition Sunday. A nursing 
supervisor, who spoke on condition of anonymity, said the patient’s family 
insists that no further information about the girl be released. The Salt Lake 
Tribune reported that the girl is 16. 

Guidelines approved by the U.S. Food and Drug Administration in Septem- 
ber limit the implants to seven days in people with acute respiratory failure 
who have little other chance of survival. 

The [VOX is designed to give damaged lungs a chance to rest and recover 
before it is removed. Its developer, Dr. J.D. Mortensen of Salt Lake City, says 
while [VOX cannot really be called an artificial lung, it represents an impor- 
tant step toward eventual development of one. 

The only alternative for people with acute lung failure is a large machine, 
known as an extracorporeal oxygenator, that requires pumping the blood 
outside the body. 


Hurricane Ofa socks Samoa, moves on 


PAGO PAGO, American Samoa — Hurricane Ofa, which packed sustained 
winds of 182 mph, moved away from American Samoa and Western Samoa on 
Sunday, leaving power outages and knocked out communications in its wake. 

The storm, which passed about 40 miles west of Western Samoa, was about 
125 miles southwest of here at 5 a.m. HST, Richard Lay, a National Weather 
Service forecaster in Honolulu, said. 

Communication has been down on Western Samoa since Friday, and no 
information has been received on damages there. 

Western Samoa, a country of 160,000 people, was more in the storm’s line, 
and damage there is expected to be severe. 

Territorial Gov. Peter T. Coleman, in Hawaii attending a conference, said 
Sunday his island was without electricity, telephone service and water. “The 
situation is real bad,” said Coleman. 

He spoke after getting a call from a government official on a cellular phone, 
the only way to communicate with the island. 

Injuries were minor, with 15 to 20 people being treated for cuts at American 
Samoa Hospital, he said. 


8 dead, 17 wounded in guerilla attack 


CAIRO, Egypt — Guerrillas armed with guns and grenades attacked a bus 
carrying about 30 Israeli tourists in the desert néar Cairo Sunday, killing at 
least eight people and wounding 17, officials and news reports said. 

Israel’s armed forces radio said a caller speaking to a Western news agency 
in Cairo claimed responsibility on behalf of the Organization for the Defense of 
Oppressed in Egyptian Prisons, a previously unknown group. The caller said 
the attack was to punish Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak and security 
officials for torturing prisoners. Israel’s army radio said the bus was en route 
to Cairo from Rafah, a divided town on the border between Israel and Egypt. 
The radio’s correspondent in Cairo quoted a survivor, Miriam Kadmon, as 
saying the driver of the car, a white Peugeot, signaled to the bus to stop near 
the town of Ismailiya, about 40 miles east of Cairo. 

The guerrillas smashed the car’s rear window and opened fire on the bus. 
Ms. Kadmon said two guerrillas got out of the car, continuing to fire at the bus 
und throwing hand grenades.

WASHINGTON — Congressional investigators have unearthed “addi- 
tional information” in the HUD scandal and plan to resume hearings despite 
Attorney General Dick Thornburgh’s request for a special prosecutor, accord- 
ing to the chairman of the House panel. 

However, amid concerns about pursuing a separate investigation, the com- 
mittee’s chairman, Rep. Tom Lantos, D-Calif., announced Sunday he was 
canceling an appearance at a hearing Monday by one of the witnesses, a former 
op HUD official who has been cooperating with investigators. 

Lantos had said earlier that while he was pleased with Thornburgh’s re- 
quest for a prosecutor “I disagree with him on the scope” of the criminal 
investigation. 

“My subcommittee will continue to do its best to develop the issue,” Lantos 
said in an interview Friday. 

“We have unearthed additional information, new information, and this has 
prompted us to continue the hearings,” he said. 
He declined to say what the new evidence involved.

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9.7 million people jailed; 
9.6 million released in 1988

WASHINGTON — About 9.7 mil- 
lion people were thrown in a jail cell in 
the United States during the year 
that ended June 30, 1988, the Justice 
Department said Sunday. During the 
same year, some 9.6 million people 
were released from jail, and both 
numbers represented increases of 20 


percent over 1983 figures, said the 
Office of Justice Statistics study. The 
average jail stay was three days, with 
39 percent of inmates spending one 
day or less behind bars, 23 percent 
spending two to four days and 10 per- 
cent spending five to seven days, the 
study said. About 3 percent served 
more than six months and 1 percent 
spent more than a year behind bars.

Gov. Norm Bangerter spoke to law 
students Friday telling them that ed- 
ucation in “Utah walks a very tight 
line to keep things in balance.” 

Bangerter spoke on a wide variety 
of subjects from education to the envi- 
ronment. 

While speaking on _ education, 
Bangerter said Utah has the tightest 
funding in all the states. He also said 
Utah spends more income on educa- 
tion, but Utah is spending less on each 
student in public schools. 


50 students between the age 18-65 to 
public schools whereas the national 
average is only 33. 

Bangerter also said that right now 
Utah has the youngest average popu- 
lation in America. 

The Governor said Utah has the 
most efficient and cost effective sys- 
tem in America. Utah students have 
an above average ACT score. 

The Governor also talked about 
Geneva Steel and air quality.
